JURY RETURNS INDICTMENT FOR

Enforcement Begins at Midnight. 


Enforcement of nation-wide prohi- 


bition, which feea^BuMrtt-; !?.w »f th» 
land tomorrow, will not begin until 
12:01 a. m. on January 17. It was an- 
nounced here today at the office of 
Colonel Daniel L. Porter of the United 
States internal revenue service. 


"After that hour," it was- said, "not 


a barrel of intoxicating liquor, a case 
of wine or a keg of beer can be le- 
gally manufactured, sold or transport- 
ed .for beverage purposes anywhere tn 
the United States, its territories or in- 
sular possessions." 


There will he no searching of homes 


or confiscation ot intoxicants, the fed- 
eral authorities declare, the" law pro- 
viding for seizure'only in event that 
liquors are sold or in a case a "home" 
is clearly shown to be a public re- 
sort.^ Possession of a private still by 
means of which whiskey 
may 
be 


made, however, is held to be unlaw- 
ful. 
A certain amount of "bootleg- 


ging" is expected to be carried on for 
some time, local officials say, but ev- 
ery effort of the government will be 
exerted to discourage violations. 


While it has been announced that 


the "drys"' are to raise a fund of $50,- 
000,000 to continue their light, prohi- 
bition leaders here «ay most of the 
money will be used in "educating** the 
public as to the injurious effects of 
alcohol. They intimate that they will 
take no radical steps hot that "tolera- 
tion and patience will be exercised 
toward any man r-'ho is honest on the 
question and who believes that in- 
toxicating drink is necessary to his 
well-being."

uors; others that they ha\e had the 
matter under consideration 
By some 


of them, and by some drug Journals, it 
has been held that the national law 
superseded the state act and that on 
this account the sections of the Volsted 
measure which permit the sale of 
spirits on prescription are applicable 
here. Others have held that the two 
acts run concurrently, and that since 
Oneonta was already bone-dry by \ote 
of her people shr would remain so un- 
der the luationa' law. or rather that 
the state law was still effectual 


Concurrence in the latter view is ex- 


pressed bj Chailes R O Connor, fed- 
eial prohibition director foi the state 
of New Yoi < who was in Uneonta. last 
e\ening. Jlr O'Connor had been ar- 
ranging foi the conduct of hi? offices 
in New York and Albany, and while in 
the latter city had a conference with 
the present state excise commissioner.

Washington.—The expedition of the 


American Mtueum which for several 
months has been searching for the 
skeletons of ancient animals in a sand- 
stone quarry at Agate, Neb., has dis- 
covered many bones of the Httle.rhlnoc- 
eros. The deposits containing these 
bones, have been cut into block* which 
will be shipped to the museum, where 
the bones will be placed on exhibition. 


The little rhinoceros, or dlcerather- 


lum, as he is sclentifleally called, was 
about the size of a half grown calf 
and roamed at large daring the mto- 
cene period. He had two horns side 
by side in front of the skull Instead 
ot one or of one behind tbe other. The 
expedition has been working under the 
direction of Dr. William D. Matthew, 
curator of fossil vertebrates at the 
museum. 


Few persons hare any Idea of the 


vast amount of care and work that a 
large scientific institution takes In 
planning and preparing for aa expedi- 
tion which seeks the remains of these 
ancient beasts in/ the hope that they 
wm shed additional light on the dim 
and distant evolutionary periods of an 
early world. They have various objec- 
tlves In view,

knowledge.

Must Know Many Things. ""'''' 


It may be desirable to know what 


animals inhabited a particular region 
which has remained unexplored, or tft 
find out what kind of animals lived in 
a particular geological epoch, or to 
trace the ancestry of some species of 
animals back to geological times. A 
scientist setting out on such an expedi- 
tion must have as a preliminary a 
general knowledge of geology, and of 
the geology of the region which he 
Is to explore. Be must be acquainted 
with the areas where the formations 
of the geological period he is to visit 
are to be found. He needs to have 
many records of fossils that have been 
discovered in the past Scientific insti- 
tutions have many observations ot the 
occurrence of fossils in regions in 
which they are interested. 


One of the most remarkable fossil 


birds ever discovered was brought to 
light three years ago in the Big Horn 
basin in an area which had been thor- 
oughly explored by fossil hunters since 
1891, and yet practically no trace of 
this great bird, know as the dlatryaa 
had been found there. 


American museum explorers have 


gone over many old stamping grounds 
which had been searched again and 
again, and have discovered something 
new. 


It Is important that such kind ot 


prospecting and mining be done by 
trained men. An inexperienced nun 
who undertakes to remove such Skele- 
tons is pretty sure to ruin them, and 
the chances are that he will render 
them entirely worthless. 


To become a successful collector, It la 


not so much a matter of the technic 
of collecting as It is a practical field 
knowledge of formations. The collector 
must have a trained Judgment in order 
to know what prospects are worth In. 
vestigatlng, and how best to go about 
it It is for this reason that the Ameri- 
can Museum, and other Institutions 
have had to decline offers ot voluntary 
assistance on^expedltlons. 


Four Men Go Together. ' "' 


Generally speaking, a collecting ex- 


pedition. Dr. Matthew said, consists 
of from two to four men. It Is not con. 
sldered good for a man to be alone 
and take risks. It does not pay to hare 
more' than four men, otherwise they 
are likely to be in one another's way. 
Expeditions are usually orgulced at 
a town or railroad point where equip- 
ment may be shipped to them. - 


In prospecting for fossils each mem- 


ber of the expedition usually sets out 
in a different direction in the morning. 
He takes with him his lunch and a 
canteen of water, and explores as 
orach ground as he can before night- 
fall. He Is intent on Boding what an- 
fears to him a good prospect on which 
to begin work. 


The instructions always Issued to 


such expeditions are not to take risks. 
Tet the collector in his zeal and en- 
thusiasm for his work would scarcely 
be human it he followed these instruc- 
tions to the letter, and he frequently 
takes risks of many kinds, m such 
expeditions of the museum it Is not re- 
called that any of their ssen nave 1 
dangerowlr Injured.
